Rising with |
the sun, as o new moon, this morn |
ing at 6 o'clock, it would be full|
moon at 10, p. m., before it reached !
the moridian ; new moon again at
2, p. m,, to-morrow, soon after pass~
ing the meridian, and full moon
again when it set at 6 o'clock the
noxt morning.

The inner satellite revolves in
seven hours thirty-eight minutes,
cquivalent to eight hours and six
minutes, Martial time. This is near.
ly threo timer as fast as the planct
itself rovolves on its axis, so that
the diurnal motion of this safellite
is towards the east, rising in the
west  and setting in the east. If i(-.’f
mot the sun on the meridian to-day, |

it would sot in the cast, pass around | 13

the ]l)llmlot. rise in the west andagain
reach the mervidian thirteen minutes
aftor midnight, and, passing entire~
ly around a second time rench the
meridian at twenty-six minutes after
noon. During this timo it would
have passod through all its phases
threo times.  Although Murs hag
two moons, and pgrhaps throe, it is |
nota moon like ours, following the
sun and stars in the diurnal motion
and changing in form and position
but little at each rovolution. Their
changoes resomble those of the in-
seets which live but a day, and their
apparent motion is in tho one case
#o slow as to to bo almost at rest in
ihe heavens like a beaeon light, and
in the other in a direction contrary
to that of tho sun and stars, and
contrary to all exporionce of cclestial
motion.

The cditor of tho Carolina Spar~
tan has been over to Charlotte to
son how the no-fence law works in
Merklonburg. Ho says : “Wo talked
with white and black, landlord and
landless, nnd all acknowledged that
when the contracts of another year
are made, every inconvenience will
bo arranged, aud evory one satisfied
with the [i'ustico and fairness of the
new law., Among the results, or
effects of tho new law, wo may men-
tion that aoll of the vacant lands
around tho town have been put
under eultivation and made to pro-
duce fine crops ; dairy farms have
beon established, and milk and but-
ter ean bo purchased for less than it
takes to foed a cow,(milk is now sell-
ing at 25 conts per gallon); perma
nont pastures have been established
around the town in which cows can
bo pastured at reasonablo rates ;
and besides, sinco the stock have
been enclosed, vegeotation is more
Juxuriant and a cow tied out to a
atake with a long ropo can onsily
pick enough grags to keop hor in
good condition, at this secason,
without feeding, The farms and
fields that wero under fence romain
80, but all around Charlotte, fields
are to be found without a fence; and
there is asmall patch of ‘corn on
Main Strcet, near the contro of the
town without a fence, which remains
untouohed by man or beast ; and in
a fow yonrs we oxpeot to see hor
beautiful yards and lawns unpro-
tected by anything savo hedges, or
vory light ornamoental foncos, Our
obsorvations and inquirips in Mock-
lanhurgi only sorve to strengthen tho
conviotion long felt, that the stock
law is oxaotly what is needed to put
